In terms of the Hidden rd, ac- 
cess, he explained that snow re- 
moval will be easier if the School 
builds a road nearest to Rt, 28. 
Wider Streets? 

Throughout the meeting -there 
was an overtone of town partici- 
pation, by widening streets. Mrs, 
Zussman spoke of the ‘‘token’’ 
widening of Sunset Rock rd., and 
said this has done nothing to al- 
leviate the cdndition, 

When the town manager referred 
to possibilities of widening Hidden 
rd,, Selectman William Stewart 
reminded the group that town meet= 
ing must appropriate funds for the 
purpose, Any agreement to do this 
work, he continued, is contingent 
on how the voters feel about it at 
town meeting. 

Legally, Town Counsel Fredric 
S, O’Brien ruled that the town may 
regulate traffic, and speed, on town 
streets, Any actionto make streets 
one-way or to close them off must 
cover everyone using the streets, 
not just Pike School traffic, Mor- 
over, the state Department of 
Public Works must approve any 
controls imposed by the Select- 
men. 

Voluntarily One-Way 

Headmaster Harding said 
voluntary one-way regulations 
suggested by the School are work~ 
ing well - cars headed for the 
School enter Sunset Rock rd. via 
Ballardvale rd., and exit fromSun- 
set Rock rd. onto Hidden rd. 
Several mothers, driving in the 
opposite direction, have been asked 
to correct this procedure, he noted, 
The traffic flow, under this volun- 
tary program, cuts down the num- 
ber of cars having to cut across 
traffic to enter the School, 

Chief Offers Aid 

Mr. Weiner, while agreeing to 
the construction of a second 
access, reminded the mothers that 
some children are going to have to 
be careful, when walking on the 
streets, no matter what solutionis 
found,

queried one unidentified mother, 

Police Chief David L. Nicoll 
emphasized to the group that he 
could place an officer on Hidden 
rd., if that was the point of access, 
to control traffic.

Parents Are Responsible 


The responsibility of parents to protect their small 
children from highway dangers can not be over- 
emphasized, nor can they pass this responsibility off to 


someone else. 


On too many occasions, tots and their slightly-older 
brothers and sisters can be seen playing in the streets, 
or riding three-wheelers on the pavement. 

‘And frequently these youngsters dash madly across the 
street, traffic being of no consideration at all in their 


young minds. 


The safety of these children is, in large part, 


in the 


hands of the parents. Motorists, no matter how careful, 
can not accurately judge the direction a child will take; a 
lad teetering as he tries to keep his balance on a new 
bike is a special menace to all drivers. 

‘And the Little one who runs out from between parked 


cars, perhaps chasing a ball, 


or just crossing the street, 


is possibly the greatest problem of all. The small tykes 
are simply invisible until they are in the street; the 
slowest-moving vehicle can’t stop in time. 

To be sure, the schools try to teach children about 
safety; What happens after school, during play time? 

The same youngsters are out in the streets, despite 
the examples set by safety patrols and lectures in school. 

There simply is no substitute for firm parental control 
over the little ones — and from our own observation, too 
many parents are letting down the barriers too quickly, 
creating situations full of potential grief and misery. 


Prevent Fires 


This is Fire Prevention Week — you owe it to yourself 
to look around you, in your own home and yard, with an 
eye turned towards potential danger for you and your 


family. 


Almost every home has potentially dangerous cordi- 
tions of one kind or another. Most of these, however, are 
not recognized as dangerous and thus are not corrected. 

Last week’s Townsman carried a check list — items to 
be looked at in and around your own home, from the view- 
point of fire prevention. It would be worth your while to 
consult the list and take positive action to correct any 


conditions you may find.
